TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


The Municipal year 1971 has been one of progress for Searsport. 


One of the greatest achievements for the town since the 
construction of the school is that of the garage. This is an all 
metal building 60’ by 72’ on a solid foundation, constructed at 
a total cost to the town of $46,103.57. The land purchased on 
Prospect Street has made a very satisfactory location for the 
garage. We were pleased with the attendance at open house and 
welcome anyone who has not had the opportunity to inspect 
the garage to do so any time. 


Road construction has included the Dickey Hill Road, 
~ 1,800 feet on the Bog Hill Road and the Brock Road was con- 
structed with the use of the State Aid money. The sidewalk 
paving project was continued on the west side of town. 


The Municipal Wharf parking area has been extended to 
accommodate more boat trailers and automobiles. Plans include 
two additional picnic tables for the coming summer. During 
the winter the town crew has constructed five new tables for 
Mosman Park. 


I would like to see the town continue the tree planting 
program started this past summer. We have planted six maples, 
one on the corner of Union and Reservor Streets, two on Main 
Street, two on Church Street and one on Water Street. 


The tarring program for the roads and streets seems to be 
falling behind due primarily to the increased cost of the asphalt. 
Last year Water Street and Steamboat Avenue was hot-topped 
with many favorable comments. I would like to see this pro- 
gram continued. The initial cost to do this is greater but it has 
_been proven across the state that maintenance costs are much 
less and the work last much longer. You will note the increase 
in the requested appropriation of $2,000.00 for this work. 


You will note the increase in the appropriation for street 
lights for the coming year and I would like to explain. We have 
changed several of the street lights from incandesent to mercury 
last year, with more to be done. Central Maine Power Company 
will not maintain the old type light for more than one more 
year necessitating the change. 


The upstairs of Union Hall is completely redecorated with 
the exception of the floor. Thére has been 87 chairs installed 
in the balcony but enough chairs for the main floor should be 
purchased. Both entrances to the hall have been painted. 


The State of Maine has informed the towns that December 
1973 will be the deadline for open dump burning. Something 
must be done by that time and the Planning Board, Selectmen 
and myself met recently the representatives of surrounding 
towns to discuss this problem. 


I am very concerned about the sanitary sewer for the 
Town of Searsport. This topic has been mentioned at several 
Selectmens meetings but how do we raise our share? Approxi- 
mately a 1% million dollar investment. We have lost several 
hundred thousand dollars in valuation and at this time there 
seems to be no way to regain any. My feeling is in order to 
construct and maintain a project of this size we must first regain 
some of the lost valuation. Any suggestions that could be pur- 
sued would be greatly appreciated. 


Again this year I would like to thank Roberta Dakin, 
Health Officer, Dan Rich, Harbormaster and Emily Darby for 
her untiring work with the young people. My thanks go to 
Lloyd Rainey, who seems to be called frequently for jobs of all 
kinds; heating, plumbing and sewerage problems in the town. 


There has been many comments throughout the past year 
regarding the use of the Town Garage for the maintenance of 
the school buses. My comment is that we should have closer co- 
operation with the school and other municipal departments. 
Aren’t we all working for the same goal, to make Searsport a 


better place to live? Many thanks to James Doughty, Super- 
intendent of Schools for his continued co-operation. Without 
this co-operation and that of all the town officers and 
employees this past years accomplishments would not have 
been possible. 


In closing, a thought — — — — — 


Today is your day, this is your town. 


In this Country you have the privilege of speaking freely, with- 
out fear. 


Today is an important day, you will choose the persons who 
represent you for a year. Choose them wisely and then have 
faith in them. 


A few well-thought-out words without personal application, but 
for the good of all, spoken today, will be more valuable than 
many words spoken in criticism tomorrow.

To the Citizens of Searsport: 


Fifteen cases of Communicable diseases have been reported 
to me and by me to the State Department of Health at Augusta. 
7 of German Measles; 3 of Scarlet Fever; 2 of Chicken Pox; and 
1 each of Hepatitis and Roseola. 

(Note) By State Law all Communicable diseases are to be re- 
ported to the Health Officer. 


10 Pre-school Child Health Conferences were held during 
the year. These clinics are for all children under school age. If 
an invitation by card has not reached you please bring the child 
or children to these clinics. They are held the 2nd Wednesday 
of each month, in the Vestry of the Congregational Church, 
beginning around 9 A.M. 

Our largest clinic was attended by 36 children and smallest 
attendance was 9. Several children from Stockton Springs and 
Swanville have also attended one or more of these clinics. All 
serum used for the immunizations is provided by the State at. 
no expense to our Town. 

Dr. Arthur Jewell of Brooks and Mrs. Hope Harvey P.H.N. 
are in attendance at these clinics. 

At this time I would like to personally thank the Church 
Personnel for letting us use the Vestry and thank Dr. Jewell, 
Mrs. Harvey and the women who assist at these clinics: Mrs. 
Jacqueline Ellsmore & Grace Jordan of Searsport and Mrs. Joan 
Dickey P.H.N.; Mrs Ruth Wood R.N.; Mrs. Barbara Sholes and 
Jean Wagner of Swanville. 

Last October, a combined vaccine of so called ‘‘Old Fash- 
ioned Measle’’ and German Measle serum was sent from the 
State Department to be used. (Rubeola & Rubella Vaccine.) 
This one shot can be given to any child 1 year or older who has 
not already had one or the other vaccine before. As Health 
Officer, I am asked by the State Department of Health to en- 
courage parents of pre-school children from 1 -- 5 years to have 
these measles vaccine so as to prevent serious complications 
that arise when children have the disease. 

During the month of December; The Bureau of Health at 
Augusta, made public it’s change in recommendation on Small 
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Pox Vaccinations, to concur with those recommended by the 
United States Public Health Service. The Bureau agrees that the 
risk of small pox in this state is so small that the practice of 
routine vaccination of children is no longer recommended. 
Continental travel to some Countries still require the Vaccine. 


A Rabies Clinic was held at the Fire Station, Saturday, 
June 4th. Nearly 100 animals were given the Rabies Immuni- 
zation by Dr. Elmore Andrews, Veterinarian. Mrs. Lois Ayer, 
Faith Garrold, Virginia Andrews, Lucy Whiting, Rose Anderson 
and Sondra Oakes of Searsport and Mrs. Catherine George and 
Mary Hanscom of Stockton Springs attended to all the paper 
work. Mrs. Inez Campbell, Evelyn Gradie, and Roberta Dakin, 
all R.N.’s assisted in preparation of the serum. The following 
men were in attendance to help; Danny Engberg, Elmer Savage, 
‘Vaughn Howard, Warner Hamilton, Linwood Howard, Walter 
Hickson, Frank H. Whiting, and Police Albert Leavitt. 

This followed a tremendous scare of Rabies in this town. 
As two pet dogs, that were disposed of, had been bitten by 
rabid foxes. Both dogs were tied at the time they were bitten 
and had been fed outdoors. Several animal heads were either 
taken privately or sent by me to the State Laboratory for test- 
ing for Rabies. We are thankful that these were found negative 
to Rabies. 

This year almost 200 cases of Rabies were reported by the 
~ State Laboratory as compared to only 48 the year before. The 
State is processing data to attempt to predict the outlook for 
the coming year. They encourage all animal owners to see that © 
Domestic animals immunizations be given. 


Our Health Program within the Schools continue as in 
previous years. Height and weight of each student twice a year; 
physicals of grades 1-4-7; and for students within the athletic 
program in the upper grades. Audiometer testing of student’s 
ears in all grades have been done by Mrs. Jacqueline Ellsmore, 
Tina Gould, Natalie Curtis and myself. 223 students attended 
the Immunization clinic. 37 Small Pox vaccinations, 188 Diph- 
theria-Tetanus Boosters and 11 Rubella vaccinations were given. 
These were given by Dr. Jewell the school physician. 
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For the fourth year Dr. Lord consented (Through the 
Lions Club) to screen test the eyes of all students including 
those at the Brick School. It is most unfortunate that we have 
18 referrals repeated from last years testing, 3 from the year 
before and still 2 from his first visit. On the whole these 4 years 
have proved very successful and we are very grateful to the 
Lions Club for their interest in the Eyes of the Future. 


Since school opened last September, classes in Science in 
the Junior High School, under the guidance of Mr. Miklovich, 
studied several of our many sewerage problems in this Town. 
Pictures were taken by the students and after seeing some of 
these I certainly hope that it won’t be too long before many of 
these, if not all problems will be taken care of properly. 


Lloyd Rainey has been appointed by me as plumbing 
Inspector and this appointment has been accepted by the State. 
Donald Ruttenburg has been appointed assistant. 

If you are changing the plumbing in your home or making 
a new home, Please! notify Lloyd for the permit and inspection 
necessary by the State Plumbing Code. 


Thank You everyone and Mr. Savage for the help and co- 
operation given me at all times and for some of the duties he 
has disposed for me.

Your balance sheet reflects encouraging features with the 
reservations that the list of uncollected taxes is much larger 
than usual and has been devalued by increasing the allowance 
for loss to more than $15,000.00. The area of favorable change 
occurred in the expenditure, in which the departmental opera- 
tions reflect unexpended balances of $30,796.37 in contrast to 
only $981.97 listed as overdrafts. Another comparison of 
interest is that the number of departments that produce this 
ratio were 27 favorable and only four unfavorable, one of the 
latter being for operation of the new garage for which no source 
of revenue was provided by the voters. 


The construction of a municipal garage substantially 
reduced the investment of Credit and Capital Reserves and 
required the borrowing of only $22,000.00 plus a tax levy of 
$6,000.00 for its construction. The unused balance of 
$2,021.43 from the financing has not been lapsed to surplus 
and is carried forward for ultimate completion or other use. 
There remains only the sum of $107.58 in the Credit Reserve 


(based upon voted usage) this balance currently being in the- 


checking account and due for immediate investment. It is 
recommended that an independent study be made of the cir- 
cumstances and formula under which this fund can be used, the 
balance as herein reported being subject to the result of such 
research. 


Pending further activity, the notes issued for the pre- 
liminary cost of a sewage treatment plant has been reduced by 
$5,895.18, being the first in a series of nine notes. It was 
observed that the unusual method of paying for the revaluation 
by means of an authorized overdraft has been concluded. The 
last in a series of tax levies for the express purpose of liquidat- 
ing the overdraft has the same effect as debt retirement in the 
sense that no more taxation is required for this purpose. Other 
balances carried forward are duly authorized, otherwise they 
would have been lapsed to surplus.

TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


It is my pleasure for the third year, to bring you the annual 
town report. 


Financially, the town is on solid ground. At the end of the 
calendar year, we had $71,254.88 available. Of this, $50,000.00 
has been invested until needed. I would recommend a surplus 
of at least 25% of the commitment to enable the town to 
operate without excessive borrowing. I would like to call atten- 
tion to the fact we borrowed $165,000.00 in 1972 against 
$225,000.00 in 1971; a considerable saving in interest money. 


The Bog Hill Road has had approximately 900 feet of 
construction. Summer Street entrance was widened and about 
500 feet of the road constructed. Hopefully, we can continue 
this and tar it in 1973. A small portion of Brock Road was 
constructed and tarred last spring. The Mortland Road will be 
completed and tarred this spring. I am recommending we use 
this year’s State Aid Road money on the lower end of Mortland 
Road from Union Street toward the school. If we could build 
the sidewalk at the same time it might eliminate the problem 
of children walking in the street. 


The sidewalk from Main Street to the Fire Station will be 


' completed this summer. 


I realize we have a problem with water drainage on Norris 
Street. After the sewerage problem has been resolved, I would 
recommend we rebuild the street with st masse pipes and 
catch basins and then hot-top it. 


The town appropriated $2,000.00 for tree work last year 
but, because of the continuing threat of Dutch Elm disease, 
the State Forestry Department recommends we raise $4,000.00. 
In 1971, we planted 6 maple trees and 12 in 1972. Fourteen 
dead or dying elms were removed last year and likely there will 
be as many this year. We have had very good cooperation from 
the Central Maine Power Company and the State Highway De- 
partment. I would like to see the town start pruning dead-wood 
from the larger elm trees near town and at the same time con- 
tinue the tree planting program. 


Hopefully, the town will raise enough this year to com- 
plete the updating of our street lights from the old type to the 
mercury lights. 


The town dump remains a problem, and will until the town 
votes to have it open so many days a week with an attendant. 
We have tried to maintain a suitable place for people to dump 
by bulldozing and graveling, but have found this does not work. 


There is a trend of thought developing across the state that 
tax assessing should be taken over by the State Department, 
with a trained assessor supplied by the state who would be 
better qualified to do the job and bring about a more just and 
fair practice of assessment for one and all. After this legislature 
disposes of the bill pertaining to this, I would recommend we 
consider hiring one local assessor to perform this task for our 
town alone, or arrange to cooperate with another bordering 
town to have the work done on terms agreeable to both towns. 


I would like to thank the girls who gave $100.00 toward 
the chairs for Union Halli, the Ebb Tide Players for their $300.00 
donation toward the new stage curtain, and to all those who 
helped to install the new floor. 


The Planning Board should be recognized for the time they 
have spent on shore-line zoning. I! cannot stress too strongly 
how important it is for our own planning board to complete 
this rather than leave it for the state to do. There will be a 
special town meeting before the June 1973 deadline to give 
approval. 


The Maine Community Betterment Committee is still strug- 
gling to help improve your town. Certainly Emily Darby and 
the other faithful members should be commended. Let’s get 
behind them and lend a helping hand. 


The Recreation Committee had a fine swimming program 
last summer for the children under the able leadership of Ada 
Curtis. They have sponsored Mens night on Monday and Family 
night on Wednesday at the gym through the winter. Plans are 
under way for an outdoor basketball court at Mosman Park. 


I personally would like to thank Alton Jackson for serving 
his town as Fire Chief for the past 20 years. Alton resigned 
this winter and Dan Rich is now head of the Department. 


Many thanks to Lloyd Rainey, who is always ready and 
willing to lend a helping hand. The Directors of S.A.D. #56 
could not have made a wiser choice to fill the position of Main- 
tenance and Transportation Supervisor. 


In closing, I’d like to thank the Board of Selectmen for 
their fine cooperation, and to the other citizens who have given 
of their time on all the necessary committees. I want to wel- 
come Mr. Matthews to Searsport as Superintendent, and know 
we can continue the same close cooperation between school and 
town as we have in the past.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Searsport: 


The year 1972 started with a very mild, continuous out- 
break of Chicken Pox. Each week up until May, several cases 
were reported. A total of 48 cases were reported to me and in 
turn to the State Department of Health. I feel that there were 
others not reported to me. By law, any communicable disease 
is to be reported to the local health officer. One case each of 
Hepatitis, Scarlatina and Measles were reported. 


; In April a School Immunization Clinic was held. 70 stu- 
dents attended. Boosters to DT., Oral Polio, and immunizations 
to Measles, Rubella (German Measles) or a combination of both 
serums were given. 


Seven Child Health Conferences were held from January 
through July. As Dr. Jewell underwent surgery during the 
summer he was unable to hold any clinics for a while. A clinic 
was scheduled for November but the weather was against us 
and has been since. Hopefully a clinic will be held in February. 


A Rabies Clinic was held in June. It was not as well at- 
tended as we had hoped. Dr. Elmore Andrews, Veterinarian, 
gave the necessary shots. Dr. Andrews has stated to me that he 
- will be willing to conduct a clinic this spring. Details will be 
published as time nears. 


The report of the Health Program within the Schools will 
have to come from the School Department, as I no longer am 
giving freely of my time to this program. 


Each year our present sewage problems become worse. 
This year I have received more and more complaints. I have 
tried, with the help of Mr. Savage, to temporarily work out a 
situation until the Sewer System can be installed and working. 
A public meeting regarding the sewer system is being planned 
for January 26. Members of the engineering firm will be present. 


The appointment of Lloyd Rainey by me as Searsport 
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Plumbing Inspector has been accepted by the State and Donald 
Ruttenberg as Assistant. 


I wish to thank all those who have worked with me during 
the past year. Dr. Jewell, Hope Harvey PHN, Joan Dickey PHN, 
Ruth Wood RN, Jean Wagner, Barbara Sholes, Grace Jordan and 
Jacqueline Ellsmore at our Child Health Clinics. A special thank 
you to the members of the Congregational Church for the use 
of the vestry for our clinics, and to all laymen and Town 
Officers who have given volunteer time at the Rabies Clinic 
and with other activities of our town.

To the Citizens of Searsport: 


As the years go by, both the use and misuse of the park 
increases. We find that families with young children are using 
the area more and this is probably due to the playground equip- 
ment. 


We received five new picnic tables this year which were a 
much needed addition, the flower beds were maintained and 
the usual grass mowing was performed. 


The Park is faced with one major problem and one minor 
problem which must be met and solved. I report these here to 
you so that you may also be aware. 


Vandalism is a minor problem but of growing concern, and 
what is frustrating is the fact that from my own observations 
the vandals are mostly local residents and users of the Park. 
Benches are smashed, siding and roofing torn from the dugout, 
. boards smashed out of the backstop, new picnic tables thrown 
over the bank and damaged, the handrails to the steps ripped 
off, and the lawn ruined by ‘“‘power spins’”’ with vehicles. These 
usually occur in the dark of night and positive identifications is 
made very difficult. Your town officials are working on this 
problem and criminal prosecution and restitution for damages 
will be our approach to this problem. 


Our major concern is the impending loss of our retaining 
wall on the shore. This is a log-crib type, is very old and very 
decayed and damaged. Even one more good S‘wester might 
leave us with a rubble. 


The funds and time required to rectify this situation are 
considerable, and a comprehensive plan should be worked up 
to be presented to the town for consideration. 


I appreciate the fact that this report is a departure from 
our usual good news”’ report but public assistance and under- 
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standing is needed if we are to preserve this public trust. 


Searsport is very fortunate to have the public facilities 
that it has in this day of ‘‘No Trespass” and restriction, there- 
fore we must maintain these facilities for the proper use and 
enjoyment of the public. This is a matter of public concern 


and very close to all of us.

Because of the Mandatory Zoning and Subdivision Control 
Law passed by the state legislature in June 1971 requiring zon- 
ing by the towns of shoreland areas, your planning board, as 
directed in the previous town meeting, has been at work plan- 
ning those areas 250 feet from the normal high water mark. It 
has been a difficult task for several reasons: 1. the difficulty in 
interpreting the law. 2. the time involved studying the guide- 
lines and the literature of various state agencies. 3. conflicting 
views of the public and property owners. 4. conflicting views 
between members of the Planning Board. 5. the necessity to in- 
vestigate certain legal angles of the law and to transcribe it in 
proper legal terminology. 6. the desire of the Planning Board to 
produce an ordinance that will be fair and just to all concerned. 


To this end, we have held and attended numerous extra 
meetings, have met with experts in various fields and state agen- 
cies, and with shoreline property owners. It is our intent that 
the public shall be adequately informed and that all shoreline 
property owners shall be allowed to express their views on the 
subject. 


Because of the time involved, we will not be able to pro- 
duce a plan by Town Meeting time, but hope to have it ready 
for a special town meeting before June 30, 1973. We appreciate 
the help of all those individuals who have participated in the 
meetings and who have given of their time and advice.

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COMMENTS 


The operations for the year have produced an exceptional 
amount of gain in cash resources and in unappropriated surplus. 
The tax levies in 1972 contained the item of $4,000.00 which 
was the estimated cost of tax anticipation borrowing, or in- 
other words the predicted cost of inadequate working cash. 
The actual interest requirements proved to be $1,592.71. 


The tax anticipation loans in the current year totaled 
$165,000.00 which compares with $225,000.00 borrowed in 
the prior year. Another contrast is that it was possible to make 
a short term investment of $50,000.00 in accrued funds which 
had already earned $456.92 at the close of the year. The quart- 
erly payments, currently in excess of $91,000.00 to the School 
Administrative District, quickly takes care of accumulated cash. 
The most important sources of gain were from unexpended de- 
partmental balances of $30,111.22 in contrast with $10,556.46 
in overdrafts, an unappropriated balance of $7,115.40 in excise 
tax collections and the overlay of $19,150.26. 


The term “revenue sharing’’, is a name applicable to a pro- 
gram only. As used herein the title ‘“Local Government Fund”’ 


denotes the State program and “Local Fiscal Assistance Fund” 


denotes the Federal program: 


It is suggested that the Local Government Fund be com- 
pletely ignored in Budget considerations and by the voters at 
annual meeting. The action to be taken is entirely a matter per- 
taining to the tax assessors who could well visualize the State 
as if a tax payer. The sum received from the State simply 
replaces the same amount deducted from the assessment to 


other tax payers. This fund is not additional income to the 
Town. 


The Local Fiscal Assistance Fund has the same general pur- 
pose but operates in sharp contrast to the Local Government 
Fund. This is new income but without a narrow range of what 
to do with it. The emphasis is upon what you cannot do, leav- 
ing a wide range of choice within the meaning of “‘priority ex- 
penditures”’. In contrast also, the duty of the assessors is in no 
manner affected by this program. It is suggested that the town 
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officers obtain a copy of the original act passed by Congress and 
independently form their own opinion: 


The vote in 1971 to use $12,500.00 out of the Credit Re- 
serve Fund, to aid in the financing of the new municipal garage, 
could have been made without an understanding of the clear 
and definite distinction between a Capital Reserve and a credit 
Reserve. The vote of the Town was tentatively honored, but 
with the qualification that it was subject to the results of an in- 
dependent study of the circumstances under which its use is 
permitted. As herein reported, it is considered to be an obliga- 
tion of the Town to the fund but again with qualification that 
an independent financial opinion is recommended.

TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


For the fourth year I am pleased to bring this annual 
report to you. 


The town still seems to be on solid ground financially. We 
were able to save on interest due to the need to borrow less. In 
1972 we had to borrow $165,000.00 in anticipation of taxes 
and this year only $130,000.00. Thanks to new industry moving 
to Searsport we all enjoyed a 5 mill decrease in taxes. The un- 
collected tax list is the lowest it has been of any year since I 
came to Searsport. 


The upgrading of our town roads continued in 1973 with 
the Merithew Road having 7/10 of a mile constructed in addi- 
tion to the work on Summer Street. Mortland Road was com- 
pleted and tarred. I am recommending raising 6 units of State 
Aid Road money this year to complete the Brock Road. At 
this time the price or availability of asphalt is not certain but I 
am hoping to tar the Merithew Road. No decision has been 
made for sidewalk repair at this time. If necessary money is 
raised construction will start on Norris Street. This will not be 
., started unless we are certain of obtaining culverts and hot-top. 


The tree planting program will continue as in the past 
few years by replacing the dead elm with maple. The state 
matches funds on tree planting and 20% of the costs of removal 
of dead elm. 


The updating of street lights was completed in 1973. 


Many favorable comments have been made since we hired 
a full time dump attendant. It has taken adjusting to scheduled 
hours but my thanks goes to you who have cooperated so well. 


I have been advised by the Bureau of Taxation we should 
extend 1 year the hiring of a full-time tax assessor until final 
plans have been completed by the State Department. 


The communications system you approved last town meet- 
ing has now been installed and working fine. This eliminates 
having to listen all day to the noise of the C.B. radio. At times 
it became very annoying both to the employees and customers 
in the office. 


The Planning Board will be holding a public hearing and 
meeting to vote on their proposal for Shore-line zoning. We 
urge all citizens to attend and support their Planning Board’s 
decision rather than have the State Government do the job. 


The Maine Community Betterment continually worked 
hard and their efforts were rewarded by a trophy and a sum of 
money given at the Awards Banquet in Augusta. 


The Recreation Committee had their swimming program 
again this past summer for the children of Searsport. A basket- 
ball court was made at the park for summer use and was en- 
joyed by many. 


Please don’t forget all of these committees including the 
Planning Board are working long hours for you with no reim- 
bursement for their time. My personal thanks go to all of them. 


The new ambulance that was delivered this fall has already 


been used a great deal and will soon be installed with a com- - 


munication system that will connect them with all hospitals in 
Central Maine. We urge you to stop and look over this new 
piece of equipment if you have not already. I know you will be 
as proud of it as we are. } 


Again my thanks goes to the Board of Selectmen for their 
continued cooperation. 


The cooperation between school and town continues also. 
This is the way all departments and boards should work to- 
gether to make their town a better place to live and work; not 
to mention how much easier it makes the manager’s job. Work- 


ing as separate units is never good for a town and can sometimes 
prove costly with special town meetings. Difference of opinions 
and discussion is healthy but in the end, majority rules.

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COMMENTS 


The transactions in Departmental Accounts resulted in 
three minor overdrafts that total only $122.21. In contrast, 
the unexpended balances total $20,603.88 thus partially ex- 
plaining the substantial improvement in your financial position. 
It was noted also that the total of unexpended balances carried 
forward to the new year, excluding the recovered financing of 
State Aid Road Construction, was $3,649.43 more than one 
year ago. The revenue from automotive excise taxes increased 
$4,782.55, reputedly due to the early desire to obtain the new 
registration plates, hence a possible decrease in the following 
year. 


The serial notes outstanding were amortized to the extent 
of $9,429.97. Only one more payment is due on the Municipal 
Garage financing, however, the complete use of the credit 
reserve for this construction has not been repaid, possibly in 
contemplation of deferment until the final interest bearing 
obligation is eliminated. It was noted, however, that the.word- 
ing of the article voted upon at the last annual meeting, al- 
though intended to mean the repayment of this obligation out 
of surplus, actually appeared to call for the creation of a new 
credit reserve instead of the intended reinvestment of a fund 
already in existence. In so far as known the annual formula to 
_be developed by the Treasurer for the use of this credit reserve 
has never been placed on record. 


- Although your legislative body is equally free to read and 
must independently form its own opinion of the so called 
Revenue Sharing programs, it would seem to merit considera- 
tion that it may be a conversion of Federal Revenue into a tax_ 
sharing program with the state and local governmental bodies. 
The well defined priority expenditures for which such funds 
can be used merits careful study to avoid the penalty of non- 
compliance. The choice of use in your town duly authorized 
by its legislative body, although entirely of capital nature, is 
believed to be in full compliance, it being solely for three par- 
cels of land, the title thereto being a prerequisite to the con- 
struction of a sewage treatment plant thereon, an item both 
authorized and required by Federal action. An evaluation of its 
use is that a local tax levy or its equivalent, borrowing and 
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repayment, has been avoided, and that a beginning has been 
made toward sewage treatment. The warrant for expenditure 
was found to be properly signed and the cancelled checks issued 
for payment have been examined. 


It was noted that the sum of $6,000.00 became the subject 
to be voted upon for the purpose of additional funds for the 
purchase of an ambulance, but it was found that an appro- 
priation of $2,500.00, also the subject of an article for a 
communication system, would be insufficient to include inclu- 
sion in the ambulance. Reputedly on external advice, $7,000.00 
was appropriated from surplus to provide an extra sum for the 
communication system. This vote has been honored (with 
reservation) in the departmental accounts, with the recommen- 
dation that either such articles be amended before voting, or to 
omit figures that become the subject of an article. An alternative 
would be to qualify figures by ‘“‘more or less’’ and thus avoid 
any possible implications.

TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Searsport: 


It is my pleasure to present the Annual Town Report for 
1974. 


You will note that at the end of the year we had an un- 
appropriated surplus of $201,478.07. This represents an in- 
crease of $55,430.55 over the previous year. In addition to the 
earning power of this surplus, of particular significance, too, is 
the fact that in 1975, for the second year in a row, we will not 
have to borrow money in anticipation of taxes which, of course, 
means a further savings for our taxpayers. 


. Since this is my first annual report to you as your Town Man- 
ager, I would like to take this opportunity to make a few general 
observations. 


Searsport has much to be proud of - our glorious and excit- 
ing history, an unsurpassed natural seaport, a sizeable industrial 
base for tax revenue, a beautiful coastline with unlimited re- 
creational possibilities both on land and sea, a “downtown” 
shopping area, five churches, and,,with an existing unique blend 
of old and new residential homes, ample space for further re- 
sidential development and/or expansion. Today, we are standing 
on the threshold of a new, very exciting, and challenging era 
for our Town. How we face up to this challenge should be the 
’ foremost concern for all of us. 


We have one more thing “‘Going for us”’ at this point and that 
is TIME, not too much of it, to be sure, but at least more time 
than most of our neighboring New England cities and towns had 
when the unexpected elements of change overtook them. We 
do have time to plan for the inevitable population growth of our 
Town. We have time to plan for industrial expansion with in- 
dustries which will be good “neighbors” and provide meaning- 
ful employment for our people. We still have time to plan for 
an orderly expansion of our cultural, social, and leisure - time 
activities, all of which play an important role in our everyday 
lives. 


What we make of the many opportunities which have and will 
become available to us will determine the future course of our 
Town. One thing, therefore, should be quite obvious - simply 
to preserve the status quo would be both social and economic 
suicide for our Community. 


Searsport will only be as good a town in which to live, work, 
and play as we ourselves want it to be. Citizen enlightenment 
and citizen participation are the keys to our future success. 
The Board of Selectmen and the various Committees and Com- 
missions which currently serve our Community cannot do the 
job alone. We need the cooperation and help of everyone, 
young and old alike. 


Unless we think highly of ourselves and our Town, we can 
never expect others to do likewise. All semblances of negative 
thoughts and deeds of the past must be replaced by positive, 
constructive thinking and action. 


Yes, the past 129 years have been good to us. The future 
years will be even better and more exciting if we want them t 
be. . 


In closing, I would like to express my sincere thanks to the 
Board of Selectmen, all of my fellow Town employees, Mem- 
bers of our Boards and Commissions, and the many individual 
citizens, who, because of their generous cooperation and help, 
have made this transition period as your new Town Manager 
such an easy one for me. A special thanks, too, to everyone 
for making my family and me feel like we are genuinely “at 
home’”’ here.

The Mid-Coast Home Health Agency, in its ninth year of 
operation, continues to provide nursing and physical therapy 
services to the citizens of Knox, Lincoln and Waldo Counties. a 


Referrals received at our office in Rockland are assigned to the 
staff of five full time and seven part time nurses who live in the

three county area. During 1974, our nursing staff was increased 


from nine to eleven nurses. This year, to meet the increased | 
demand for these services, we have added a registered physical 
therapist to our staff. 


A total of 172 nursing and physical therapy visits were made in 
your town. In many cases, these visits helped people remain in 
their own homes rather than their being admitted to a hospital 
or nursing home. 

Our staff traveled over 125,000 miles in the three county area 
to provide these services to persons of all ages. No one is denied 
care because of inability to pay.

TO THE CITIZENS OF SEARSPORT: 


I submit the following report of the Searsport Ambulance for 
the year 1974. We had a total of 64 calls and traveled approxi- 
mately 1550 miles. These calls included, 46 calls to Belfast, 
7 calls to Bangor, 1 call to Camden, 1 call to Rockland, and 9 
transfers. 


The Town appropriated $1500 to run the service for last year 
and of this we spent $1399.62. We collected $825.76 from 
insurance claims. This left us a balance of $926.14 as of the 
last day of this year to go into an account towards a new am- 
bulance for the future. 


This year I am asking for $2000, a $500 increase over last 
year. The extra is for the increase in cost of operating cost and 
equipment. Whatever is left at the end of the year will be added 
to the $926.14. I feel if we do this every year, in 10 years we 
will have a large sum towards a new vehicle. 

Our service is staffed by 12 licensed ambulance attendents 

and I feel they should get a vote of thanks for a job well done.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Under the leadership of Dr. Elmore Andrews, your planning 
board completed a shoreland zoning ordinancewhich was enacted 
by the townspeople in July and later approved by the state 
agencies. Five classes of land use compatible with the town of 
Searsport were developed instead of the three districts proposed 
by the state’s sample ordinance so that at some later time the 
whole town might be covered by a plan for orderly growth. 


Applications for one subdivision and one mobile home park 
extension were received and approved during 1974. Preliminary 
discussions were held on two additional subdivisions. 


Your planning board has tried to act as a forum for the ex- 
change of ideas, both pro and con, regarding the proposed nu- 
clear power plant for Sears Island. The board will have some 
jurisdiction on this matter under the site selection law and es- 
pecially the shoreland zoning ordinance. In view of the growth 
which will probably accompany such a large facility, it might 
be well for the town to prepare and enact a more com- 
prehensive land use policy.

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COMMENTS 


The appropriations from ‘‘Federal Revenue Sharing” were 
concentrated into $25,000.00 for Town Roads, $10,000.00 for 
Administration, $22,500.00 for Dump Maintenance; Equip- 
ment and $8,000.00 for Fire Station Renovation. Had ail of 
these items been financed by taxation in the current year 
(without the combined Federal and State participation of 
$91,783.21) the tax rate would have been at least four mills 
higher. The capital expenditures for dump equipment is obviously 
correlated with the legislative deadline for a change in waste 
disposal which would seem to place it in the category of 
priority. The investment of Federal Funds has followed all 
requirements. 


The very substantial improvement in the financial position 
is significant in that it reached a level that permits a safe mea- 
sure of what can be appropriated from surplus (because you 
already have it) instead of unsafe predictions and then have to 
borrow it during the midsummer low point in cash. The amount 
of $3,500.00 included in the tax commitment to pay for the 
expected cost of tax anticipation loans was entirely unused, 
due in part to improvement in tax collections. The interest 
charged to delinquent taxpayers plus activity in temporary 
investment during the mid winter high point in cash on hand 
produced interest income of $8,590.16. It is thus well illustrated 
that a reasonable amount of year end surplus, under normal 


tax collections, has both a measure of earning power and a 


possible prevention of interest penalty. 


In the departmental operations, eight of the activities end- 
ed with overdrafts of $4,947.13, which includes garage expenses 
not funded, in contrast to twenty-five accounts in which the 
unexpended balances total $48,711.01, a net gain of $43,763.88 
credited to surplus. It was noted that unexpended balances 
carried forward (items already funded) increased from 
$19,135.14 to $39,425.59. ; 


Balances that originate solely from Federal Funds cannot 
be lapsed to surplus. The gain in cash position in excess of 
$160,000.00, therefore, is in substance a combination of net 
liquidation of assets, the increase in funded operations and 
the gain in surplus. The change in liabilities that effects the 
cash was minor. 
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COMMENTS (Con’t) 


The outstanding long term debt reflects final amortization 
of the new garage notes, together with the annual installment 
on the sewage treatment notes.

NUCLEAR SAFETY CODE 


Section I. Findings and Declaration of Purpose. 


The people of the Town of Searsport hereby find and declare 
that substantial questions have been raised concerning the 
effects of nuclear fission power plants on public health and 
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safety and pursuant to the authority delegated by the State of 
Maine to enact ordinances for the prevention of disease and 
the promotion of health and public safety do enact and pro- 
mulgate the Nuclear Safety Code. 


Section IT. Approval of Nuclear Power Plants. 


No nuclear fission power plant shall be constructed within 
the Town of Searsport unless approved by the voters of the 
Town of Searsport at a regular or special town meeting. 


Section III. Findings of Fact. 


Such approval shall be granted only upon a finding of fact 
by the planning board of the Town of Searsport, pursuant to 
procedures specified in Section IV that the radioactive wastes 
from such a plant can be stored or disposed of with no reason- 
able chance of intentional or unintentional escape of such 
waste or radioactivity into the natural environment which 
will eventually adversely effect the land or people of the Town 
of Searsport whether due to imperfect storage technologies, 
hurricanes or other acts of God, theft, sabotage, acts of war, 
governmental or social instabilities or whatever other sources the 
Planning Board may deem reasonably possible. 


Section IV. Hearings. 


The findings of fact of the Planning Board made pursuant to 
Section III shall be adopted only after a public hearing. The 
Planning Board shall hold such hearing within thirty days of 
receipt by it of an application for approval of construction of 


' a nuclear fission power plant. Notice of the date, time and 


place of the hearing shall be given in writing to the person 
making the application and to the general public by publication 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the Town of Searsport. 
The burden of proof shall be upon the applicant to satisfy the 
requirements of section III. The Planning Board shall adopt its 
finding of fact within thirty days of the hearing and only upon 
unanimous vote by all members of the Board. 


Section V. Severability . 


If any provision of this measure of the application thereof 
to any person or circumstances is held invalid, such invalidity 
shall not effect other provisions or applications of the measure 
which can be given effect without the invalid provision or 
application and to this end the provisions of this measure 
are severable.

ORDINANCE RELATING TO FLOOD 
HAZARD BUILDING PERMIT SYSTEM 
AND REVIEW PROCEDURE 


WHEREAS, the Town of Searsport elects to comply with the 
requirements of the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968 
( P.L. 90-448 , as amended); and; 
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WHEREAS, The National Flood Insurance Program established 
in the aforesaid Act provides that maps shall be provided by 
the Federal Insurance Administration identifying those areas 
of the Town in the flood plain having a special flood hazard; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Town of Sears- 

port as follows: 
1. Permit. Before construction, relocation replacement, or 
substantial enlargement or modification of any building has 
commenced in the special flood hazard area designated on the 
maps prepared in accordance with the National Flood Insur- 
ance Act of 1968, as amended, the owner or lessee, or the 
architect, engineer, contractor or builder employed by such 
owner or lessee shall obtain from the Selectmen a permit 
covering such proposed work. 


2. Application. The application for a permit shall be sub- 
mitted in writing to the Selectmen and shall include: 


A.the name and address of applicant, 

B.an address or a map indicating the location of the 
construction site, 

C.a site plan showing location of existing and proposed 
structure(s), sewage disposal facilities, water supply 
areas to be cut and filled and the lot dimensions, 

D.a statement of intended use of the proposed struc- 
ture(s), 

E.A statement as to the type of sewage system pro - 
posed, 

F. specification of dimensions of the proposed struc- 
ture(s) (length, width and height) 
G.the elevation (in relation to ground and mean sea 
level) of the lowest floor, including basement, and 
if the lowest floor is below grade on one or more 
sides, the elevation of the floor immediately above, 

and 

H.a copy of the plans and specifications of the proposed 
construction. This requirement may be modified by 
decision of the Selectmen when in their opinion 
such information is‘or is not needed to determine 
the conformance of the proposed construction with 
this ordinance. 


3. Review. The Code Enforcement Officer shall review 
all aforesaid building permit applications to determine 
whether proposed building sites will be reasonably safe from 
flooding. Any construction, relocation, replacement or sub- 
stantial enlargement or modification of any building, includ- 
ing prefabricated and mobile homes upon building sites in the 
special flood hazard area must: 
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A.be designed or modified and anchored to prevent 
flotation, collapse or lateral movement of the struc- 
ture, 

B.use construction material and utility equipment that 
are resistant to flood damage, and 

C. use construction methods and practices that will mini- 
mize flood damage. 


4. Subdivision. The Planning Board shall, when review- 
ing subdivisions under 30 M. R. S. A. 4956, assure that: 


A.all such proposals are consistent with the need to 
minimize flood damage, 

B. all public utilities and facilities; such as sewer, gas, 
electrical and water systems are located, elevated, and 
constructed to minimize or eliminate flood damages, 
and, 

C.adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce ex- 
posure to flood hazards. 


5. Plumbing. The Plumbing Inspector shall require new or 
replacement water supply systems and sanitary sewage sys- 
tems to be designed to minimize or eliminate infiltration — 
of flood waters into the systems and discharges from the 
systems into flood waters, and require on-site waste dis- 
posal systems to be located so as to avoid impairment of 
them or contamination from them during flooding. 


6. Regulations.The Selectmen may adopt any reasonable 
regulations that are consistent with and in furtherance of the 
objectives of sections 4, 5 and 6, above, that they deem 
' necessary for the proper enforcement of said sections and 
_ which are consistent with State Law. 


7. Variances. The Board of Appeals may, upon written 
application of the affected landowner, grant a variance from 
the strict application of this Ordinance under the following 
conditions: 


A.the strict application of the terms of this Ordinance 
would result in undue hardship to the applicant or 
would not be in the best interest of the community, 
and 

B. the hardship is not the result of action taken by the 
applicant or a prior owner in violation of this Ordi - 
nance. 


8. Appeals. The Board of Appeals may, upon written 
application of an aggrieved party and after public notice, hear 
appeals from determinations of the Selectmen in the ad- 
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ministration of this Ordinance. Such hearings shall be held in 
accordance with State laws. Following such hearing, the 
Board of Appeals may reverse the decision of the Selectmen 
only upon a finding that the decision is clearly contrary to 
specific provisions of this Ordinance. An appeal may be taken 
within thirty days after any decision is rendered by the 
Board of Appeals, by any party to Superior Court in ac- 
cordance with State law. 


9. Enforcement. It shall be the duty of the Code Enforce- 
ment Officer to enforce the provisions of this Ordinance. If 
the Code Enforcement Officer finds that any provision of this 
Ordinance is being violated, he shall notify in writing the 
person responsible for such violation indicating the nature of 
the violation and ordering the action necessary to correct it. 


When the above action does not result in the correction or 
abatement of the violation, the Municipal Officers, upon notice 
from the Code Enforcement Officer, are hereby authorized and 
directed to institute any and all actions, whether legal or equit- 
able, necessary to the enforcement of this Ordinance. Any 
person who continues to violate any provision of this Ordinance 
after receiving notice of such violation shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor subject to a fine of up to $100.00 for each vio- 
lation. Each day such a violation is continued is a separate 
offense.

Once again, it is my distinct pleasure to present the Annual 
Town Report for 1975. As you peruse through these pages, two 
things should become quite obvious to you - first, the financial 
conditions of the town is excellent, perhaps outstanding would 
be a better word, and second, citizen interest and participation 
in community affairs have reached an all-time high. Although 
we certainly cannot be considered a large community based on 
our resident population, nevertheless, because of our pride in 
our past and strong belief in our future, Searsport is fast becom- 


ing the “‘biggest’’ small town in the State of Maine! 


Our Unappropriated Surplus Account at the end of the year 
totals $271,295.95, a record high for the town. This represents 
an increase of $69,491.18 over the previous year, which is also 
the largest increase ever recorded in a single year. During the 
sixteen month period, 10/1/74 to 1/31/76, our surplus funds 
earned $16,095.70 in interest by investing them in Certificates 
of Deposit. This amount, added to what the town saved by not 


having to borrow money in anticipation of taxes (for the second 


year in a row), means a savings to the taxpayers of more than 
one mill on our annual tax rate. 


Other than continued pro and con discussions on the merits of 
nuclear power, including two secret ballot questions at the 


Town Meeting on March 10, 1975, the most exciting news 


event was the announcement in early July by the New England 
Regional Commission that we had been awarded a $101,200.00 
Grant for the construction of a 185 foot extension to our Town 
Wharf, plus dredging of a surrounding berth areas to 4 feet at 
Wharf, plus dredging of the surrounding berth areas to 4 feet at 
mean low tide.

| submit the following report of police activities for the year 
1975 to the Town Manager, Selectmen, and the citizens of Sears- 
port. 


All Police Department activities have increased during 1975 in 
Searsport. Traffic increased this past summer from 1974. Crime 
increased, | believe, due to the laxity of our Court System in 
carrying out stiffer penalties against law breakers. 


In March of 1976, the new Maine Criminal Code goes into ef- 
fect and this will further hamper the Police Departments in Maine 
in carrying out their duties. This Department will need the co- 
operation. of our citizens even more than the fine cooperation 
we have received in the past. 


As can be seen by the following records, as reported to the 
State of Maine, this Department had an 89% conviction rate on 
felonies; an 85% conviction rate on misdemeanors and a remark- 
able 96% conviction rate (not shown) on traffic violations. This 
is an achievement that we of the Searsport Police Department 
are indeed proud of. 


The Department has added some new equipment and Is asking 
for more because we feel that it is greatly needed to carry out 
Our services to you and to provide greater safety. 


We feel our record is an impressive one and we worked hard to 
achieve it. Through the efforts of the citizens and the Police De- 
partment, we hope we may have as good a record in the coming 


year.

Kno-Wal-Lin Community Health Services, Inc., is continuing 
to provide the services that have been established by MID- 
COAST HOME HEALTH AGENCY over the past ten years. 
Kno-Wal-Lin Community Health is an independent, non-profit 
corporation, approved by appropriate local and federal govern- 
mental units and certified by the Social Security Administration 
as a Medicare provider of home health services. 


The name Kno-Wal-Lin is derived from the three counties of 
its primary service area, Knox, Waldo, and Lincoln Counties. 
Kno-Wal-Lin Community Health also serves as the channel for 
Medicare reimbursement to the visiting nurse associations of 
Belfast, Camden, Rockland, and Vinalhaven. 


The general purpose of home care is to improve patient care by 
providing individualized, coordinated health services to patients 
in the familiar surroundings of their own homes. This planned 
systematic continuity of services to a patient in the home is de- 
signed to: expedite recovery from illness: reduce cost of medical 
care; provide for more efficient use of health care resources; to 
encourage appropriate use of hospital and community facilities; 
shorten hospital stays, and lessen the need for new health care 
facility expenditures. * 


A coordinated home care program is one that is centrally ad- 
ministered and through coordinated planning, evaluation, and 
follow-up procedures provides for physician directed medical, 
nursing, social, and related services to selected patients at home. 


This program thus provides a continuity of patient care by 
developing an adequate plan of care and by coordinating the 
services that will support a patient throughout his illness. and 
recovery. The patient’s integrity is thus preserved during illness 
by creating adequate physical and emotional support in the 
home and supporting family relationships while providing needed 
services. 


Thus, community health care is an integral component of the 


total health care system and helps facilitate more effective use of 
health care institutions, services, facilities, and health manpower. 
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The service, provided by Kno-Wal-Lin Community Health, to 
the residents of this area is that of visiting registered nurses, 
registered physical therapists, and certifigd homemakers. Ser- 
vices are requested by client’s families, physicians, town officials, 
clergy, and hospital referrals. All activities are then under the 
orders and supervision of the person’s own physician. An effort 
is also made to coordinate and refer persons to other available 
services. 


This service is offered to anyone without restriction to age 
range, economic status, or ability to pay. The basis of payment 
is voluntary, at cost, or by third-party reimbursement. Third- 
party reimbursement from Medicare, state funds, grants, or pri- 
vate insurance is based on actual costs, with retroactive payment. 
Services to persons unable to pay, and not eligible for other 
reimbursement, are provided from town funds. 


The Community Health staff, operating out of the Rockland 
office, include: 1 part-time physician; 5 full-time and 8 part- 
time nurses; 2 full-time and 1 part-time physical therapists; 3 
full-time homemakers; 3 full-time and 1 part-time office staff; 
with 5 full-time and 2 part-time nurses in collaborating agencies. 
These persons account for some 12,000 health care visits each 
year, in persons homes in the three county area. 


Information regarding service is available from the business 
office. Requests for scheduling of service may be made to the 
Director of Health Services.

For activities, the library started the year with a monthly film 
program which lasted through April. Weekly story hours were 
started under the guidance of Marsha Blake, and have continued 
throughout most of the year with the exception of school vaca- 
tions.

Under remodeling and maintenance, the fireplace area was re- 
furbished to make it more attractive and comfortable for those 
who may wish to sit and read. One of the large easy chairs was 
donated by Mrs. John Richardson, a lamp by the Carver family, 
and the electric logs by Mrs. Esther Card.

PLANNING BOARD 


To the Citizens of Searsport: 

Your planning board spent much of 1975 working with repre- 
sentatives of Central Maine Power Company concerning the pro- 
posed neclear power plant for Sears Island. We were continually 
briefed on the status of the project and its progress with the Nu- 
clear Regulatory Commission. Permission under the Shoreland 
Zoning Ordinance was granted to Central Maine Power Co. in 
January of 1975 to lay underground cables for electric power 
and telephone communications with the island to assist in con- 
ducting environmental studies. Planning for the development of 
a recreation area, in cooperation with the town, at the northeast 
end of the island was discussed with CMP engineers. We were also 
briefed on the route of the transmission lines emanating from the 
project, and we offered suggestions for the types of supporting 
structures to be used at various points along the route as well as 
for potential uses of the land in the right of way. 


Your planning board also spent many hours working with peo- 
ple proposing subdivisions of their property. None of which were 
rejected, however, the board disapproved a request for a road of 
less than specified width within one subdivision. The board also 
approved an apartment complex, a new bank, and a new year a- 
round residential structure within the Shoreline Residential Zone. 


We are presently applying to the State for the authority to 
issue wetlands alteration permits and also to substitute munici- 
pal subdivision permits for site location review on subdivisions 
up to 100 acres in size. The Maine Department of Environmental 
Protection currently has this authority, and we feel it can best 
be administered at the local level and by the citizens of this com- 
munity. 


An increase in the number of public hearings, legal document- 
ation, and general paper work lead to the hiring of a part time 
secretary to assist the board in recording and transcribing im- 
portant discussions. 


At the previous town meeting, the Planning Board was given a 
mandate by the town to prepare a comprehensive land use plan 
for the whole town. We have not progressed as rapidly as planned 
due to the work load of other matters before the Board. How- 
ever, we will soon be soliciting your thoughts on how and where 
Searsport should grow via a series of small neighborhood con- 
ferences. We strive to serve the town of Searsport; and every per- 
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son’s ideas, comments and constructive criticism are welcome. 
All of our meetings are open to the public, and we invite your 


participation.

ASSESSORS’ REPORT 


Progressive, regressive, and Ability to Pay are terms frequently 
heard when the subject being discussed is The Property Tax. 
However, whichever of these terms best fits, this tax is and has 
been the traditional method used for raising money for Munici- 
pal expenditures; and as long as it remains as such, it is impor- 
tant that it be levied as fairly as possible. 


To assure that no one pays more or less than their share of the 
tax burden, the Assessor strives to achieve Equity. 


Equity, by law, must be arrived at by applying ‘‘Just Value’ 
to all Real and Personal Property not exempt from taxation. 


Determining “‘Just Value” is a continuing process that requires 
constant study of the many factors that affect value. Some of 
these factors, to name just a few, are Sales, Cost of Construction, 
Improvements, Neglect, Depreciation, Desirability, Zoning, and 
Highest and Best Use. 


The Measure of Equity, achieved by the assessor, is arrived at 
by the Bureau of Taxation which makes a thorough study of all 
sales made during the preceding two years. 


The results of this study is referred to as the ‘Quality of 
Assessment’’ and the goal established by the 107th Legislature 
is that all Municipalities, by the year 1977, must attain a ‘‘Quality 
of Assessment” stated numerically, of 30, and by 1979 and 
thereafter a rating of at least 20. 

In 1973, Searsport’s rating was 37 


In 1975, Searsport’s rating was 1/7

of my assessment and in so doing earn your approval of me as a 
“Just Assessor’.

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REPORT OF THE SEARSPORT INDUSTRIAL COMMITTEE 


The Searsport Industrial Committee was formed on April 7, 
1975. The purpose of this committee is twofold. 


1-To make it more attractive for industrial and commercial 
firms to consider Searsport as a future site. 


2-To control, and regulate orderly growth of such industries. 


We have come along way in a short time. Several meetings were 
held during the year with representatives from the former De- 
partment of Commerce and Industry, The Action Committee of 
50, Inc., The Eastern Maine Development Corporation, and The 
Bangor and Aroostook Railroad Company. 


B&A offered their land behind Light’s Restaurant for the use 
of an Industrial Park, and provisions have been made in the 
Town Budget to option the Corner Lot on Route No. 1, and 
Station Street, to provide access to the B&A land. 


We have also made progress in procuring a- NO INTEREST - 
State and Federal Loan, to erect a 40,000 square foot ‘‘Spec”’ 
building. 


This park, when completed would be similar to the Industrial 
Parks at Gorham, Maine, and Portland/Riverside, Maine.

COMMUNITY ALCOHOL SERVICES 
CURRENT PROGRESS REPORT 


For the last 9 month period 1298 hours of client and family 
counseling were conducted, and 173 one-hour units of consul- 
tation and treatment planning were conducted with other 
Alcohol programs, community service agencies, employers, 
probation-parole personnel, etc., all of which were directly 
client family related. 503 2-hour group counseling units were 
provided as well. 


The client-family profile for the quarter indicates positive move- 
ment in 67% of the families, ie. 45% sober, and 22% increased 
sobriety since working with our program. 36% improved inter- 
personal relationships, 22% improved physical health, 15% 
improved their employment situation, 7% received job training 
and/or further education. There are currently 103 families 
receiving services. 


Program efforts in education and community development have 
lead to grant requests from NIAAA and LEAA for a Youth Edu- 
cation and Prevention program. Pilot projects were conducted 
cooperatively with the Mid-Coast Rehabilitation Center, provi- 
ding factual information to local youth in settings where indi- 
vidual values about alcohol were shared and clarified. A total of 
23 presentations were made, reaching 418 persons in the last 
six months. 


In October the Driver Rehabilitation course for those convicted 
of operation under the influence became mandatory for return 


of license. Community Alcohol Services staff will, beginning ~ 


1976, teach this course in Rockland and Belfast. Referral to 
treatment for those identified with alcohol abuse problems will 
insure earlier intervention for offenders. Community Alcohol 
services will also use this opportunity to establish further posi- 
tive working relationships with law enforcement personnel and 
lawyers in the area, providing them with information concerning 
the purposes of the course and the need for intercession and 
referral to treatment. ‘

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ACTION COMMITTEE OF 50, INC. 


The following report is offered to the members and financial 
contributors of the Action Committee of 50’s marketing pro- 
gram. It is asummary of the first ten months of activity and it is 
offered with sincere appreciation for the cooperation and assis- 
tance extended by the area municipalities, business firms and in- 
dividuals. 


Program Development 


The launching of the Marketing Program in March, 1975, initi- 
ated a cooperative effort between Municipal and Business inter- 
ests in the Greater Bangor-Brewer Area. The effort was directed 
at making personal contact with as many out-of-state firms as 
possible and presenting to those firms the assets offered by the 
region. 


The year was not one of economic expansion, but because of 
economic conditions, many firms used the year to inventory areas 
for future anticipated expansion and were thus most willing to 
set up appointments and in some cases, visits to the area. In ad- 
dition, the attraction of the shell building in Brewer contributed 
significantly to our ability to contact and meet with prospective 
firms. 


Organizational Activities 


Office quarters were obtained at 143 Illinois Avenue on the 
Bangor Community College Campus of the University of Maine. 
Secretarial assistance during the year has been provided by the 
Cities of Bangor and Brewer, Eastern Maine Development Dis- - 
trict, Merrill Trust and the Balanced Growth Office. In the ab- 
sence of direct secretarial assistance at the office, a 24-hour an- 
swering service was installed and has proved to be most beneficial. 


The first step in the actual marketing program involved deter- 
mining what the area had to offer in terms of business climate, 
available land and buildings. With the assistance of area munici- 
pal, development and planning organizations a complete inven- 
tory of industrial sites and available buildings was compiled. as 
well as economic profiles of the member municipalities. All data 
and promotional activities were developed for the region rather 
than on an individual community basis. Thus, inquiries can be 
answered with a variety of basic data on area communities and 
presented in an easy-to-read format. 


Prospecting 
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Three methods of contacting prospective firms have been em- 
ployed during the year. These were direct mail, space advertising, 
and personal contact. 


Direct Mail—Four direct mail flyers were developed and mailed 
to a select list of industrial firms located in the Northeast. Each 
mailing involved approximately 5,000 flyers. 


Space Advertising—In September, a modest advertising program 
was launched in selected industrial development publications. In 
addition, cooperative advertising has been coordinated with both 
Bangor and Brewer during the year. Response to our advertising, 
although slow at first, accelerated in November and December. 
During these two months, for example, twenty inquiries were re- 
ceived compared with three in September and only four from 
March through July. 


Personal Contact—Fifteen out-of-state prospecting trips have 
been made to date. These trips have involved a total of 48 days 
out of state since April and have covered an area as far south as 
Maryland and as far west as Wisconsin. Face-to-face discussions 
have been held with representatives of over 50 firms, many on 
more than one occasion. 


Representatives of over a dozen of the firms contacted have 
visited our area and six are known to be actively evaluating the 
area for anticipated expansion in 1976. 


Appointments have been secured through our direct mail and 
space advertising programs as well as from leads provided by 
members of the Committee of 50 and interested citizens. 


Develojsment Service 


Continuous contact has been maintained with area municipal, 


_ planning and development organizations and individuals. Specific 


development projects are under consideration in Old Town, Sears- 
port and Bangor with final decisions expected in early 1976. 


The services of the organizations have been offered to all com- 
munities within the 30-mile geographic area we cover and we ex- 
pect increased municipal participation in the future. 


Liaison with the Action Committee 


The Executive Committee of the Committee of 50 receives a 
monthly briefing on marketing activities. A written report is fur- 
nished to the membership and financial supporters quarterly. 
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Weekly activity reports are provided to a steering committee com- 
posed of the President, Vice President and Treasurer, which also 
meets periodically for consultation on plans and progress.

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COMMENTS 


The appropriations from “‘Federal Revenue Sharing’ funds were 
reviewed and believed to be for purposes within the definition of 
priority, meaning also those purposes that otherwise would have 
required either additional tax levy or borrowing to be repaid from 
future revenue. The investments were made in accordance with 


time requirements. Interest earnings of $2,476.67 were added to 
the investment. 


The very substantial amount of cash in the checking account 
plus general and special funds invested only partially represents 
the very favorable gain in surplus of $69,491.18. The value of the 
future departmental operations and capital projects already fun- 
ded merits due appreciation. Obviously, the Town Wharf and 
dredging is the major project included in the total of $170,714.17 
in dedicated, but currently unexpended balances carried forward 
‘to the new year. 


In the departmental accounts the total of unexpended balances 
lapsed to surplus was $32,911.19 in contrast to only two items 
overdrawn that total $55.25, a result indicative of sound admin- 
istration. Included in this favorable outcome was the interest 
earnings of $9,437.89 from temporary investments and from un- 
paid taxes and tax liens pending redemption. The effect is that, 
due to the irregular rate of cash flow, plus excellent perception 
of the opportunity to earn interest, those who paid taxes prom- 


..ptly have gained from a share in the amount that can be appro- 
priated from surplus in lieu of taxation in the following year. 


The foregoing is exclus:ve of interest earned on other funds such 
as for the Town Wharf and dredging project, the capital reserves 
and the Federal funds. 


The outstanding notes payable were reduced according to sche- 
dule which leaves a remainder of $29,475.96 to be amortized 
from future revenue or absorbed into the final financing of the 
completion polution abatement project should this become reac- 
tivated in the near future. 


It is again recommended that consideration be given to the im- 
plications of the use of the once invested credit reserve. No 
evidence seems to exist of a declared emergency that had a sub- 
stantial effect on the tax rate or that the treasurer has each year 
developed the formula permitting its use. 


There is also an unresolved item in the former Highway Equip- 
ment Capital Reserve in which a specific sum was properly auth- 
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ized to be used without the qualifications of providing for in- 
terest accural. By administrative action the entire investment 
was withdrawn leaving $241.21 in the checking account without 
authority to use. Appropriate action by the voters would be wel- 
come. 


It is suggested that new trust funds be invested promptly fol- 
lowing acceptance at the annual Town Meeting. At the end of 
the current year $975.00 out of the amount accepted in 1975 re- 
mains in the special trust fund checking account. There is also a 
remnant of $56.03 that should also be transferred to the agency 
Trustee. There is also the sum of $66.00 in this checking account 
that is known as ‘‘unclaimed deposits’’ received from the former 
Village Cemetery Association. This fund has not been accepted 
or has known conditions, therefore, the advice of the voters 
would be of value.
